ment. 
There is neither justice nor 
common sense in 
a condition that

to have a hundred 
million dollars and a hundred mil: 
lion men to have nothing at all. A

possess 
much and the many possess little is 
not democracy. It 
is an oligarchy. 
ta fu rth er development could not 
and W'ould not, have been tolerated. 
This condition was brought about 
by 
another 
extremism;

worship of a single god of all those 
that a democracy must 
serve. 
We 
had come to spend too much time 
before our favored fetich, Individual­ 
ism. 
Every 
man, 
each 
woman,

too much of. and

herself. We had forgotten that not 
individualism alone, but individual- 
istis mutuality, means progress. It 
is not enough that each man be­ 
c o m e s strong, each woman fine. It

m atter how fine our soldiers were,

War Changed Trend. 
This condition, in turn, has made 
'o r lack of interest in citizenry and 
in the country. W hen each citizen 
is 
thinking only of himself their 
m utual affairs suffer. Their govern­ 
ment goes to incompetents, or worse. 
it is like a business with efficient 
clerks but inefficient 
management. 
Such a business cannot last, if It 
continued in such a way. 
In all the affairs of our republic

late years after he had moved into 
a tumble down shack close to the 
Missouri river, at the outskirts of 
St. 
Joseph. 
Ring 
declared 
shortly 
before his death that lie made “ them 
fellows down there do ju s ’ ab o u t” as] 
lie told them, adding that they voted 
“ like I t o r ‘em and did n ’t dare to 
do otherwise.” 
Through years of experience 
in 
saving lives from the river and in 
locating the bodies of drowned per­ 
sons, Ring won the title of “ Hero of 
tile 
Missouri 
River.’ It is asserted 
that during the fifty odd years that 
lie lived along the river front. Ring 
saved 
fully three hundred persons 
from drowning and was instrumental 
in locating the bodies of nearly one 
hundred 
persons 
drowned 
in 
the 
Missouri. 
Ring’s most highly prized medal 
was the Carnegie medal* given hint 
for saving a little child front being 
struck by a team of runaw ay horses.)
